SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

1987 for the Town of Rutland has come to an end. The year was full of vic- 
tories and defeats for our town and we enter 1988 with a determination to 
move forward to broaden our commercial-manufacturing tax base to offset 
the residential development occurring in our town. 

This is the year that differences between the Town and City of Rutland 
over the 1972 inter-municipal water contract, involving various projects, 
came to a head. Water and sewer requests made by prospective town busi- 
nesses were forwarded to the city, only to be stuffed under a stack of pa- 
pers and it took months before they saw the light of day. The City, in some 
instances, may wait from 4 to 6 months on a request as small as for 150 
gallons per day of water and sewer before indicating it will provide these 
services to a prospective builder. 

This has resulted in the loss of several projects on Route 4 East, such as 
a bank, a seafood restaurant, several fast food establishments, small retail 
developments. 

Make no mistake, it was the city of Rutland’s bankrolled opposition to the 
expansion of the Rutland Mall that caused the District Environmental Com- 
mission to deny an ACT 250 permit for the expansion of the mall. 

We are optomistic on-going meetings between our board and the Mayor 
of the City of Rutland will lead to better cooperation between our two com- 
munities. The first fruit of our labor has resulted in the formation of an inter- 
municipal impacts committee, which will address problems as they arise in 
a timely fashion. 

On another front the Vermont Transportation Agency wanted to dump all 
the ski traffic for the mountain onto US Route 4 East immediately above the 
mall, which would have stopped any more commercial development in that 
area because of traffic flow. 

After many years by the City of dictating to the Town of who can have 
water and who can’t, your board of Selectmen decided to have the Superior 
Court decide how the contract should be applied in various water requests. 
This resulted after many meetings with their committee and to no avail. 

The Town has also appealed the ACT 250 permit denial which we believe 
has many holes and errors in it. We had no choice but to appeal. The city 
and state opposition to commercial growth in our town has resulted in the 
non-expansion of our tax-base. 

We are also fighting another battle with the State of Vermont Agency of 
Transportation which wants to take your home so that it can own a 3 or 4 
hundred foot strip through and around our town. Should this occur then the 
only way that you can get from one section of the town to the other, would 
be to find the right detour, or you might park your car, jump a fence, walk 
across a state highway, cross another fence just to get to another area of 
town. 

Your board feels that this town has donated enough to a through way, 
now let the state continue the through way and place it in Wheelerville and 
come out on Route 4 east, in the area of the State sand pit so that through 
traffic can go through and not hinder commercial growth in this town. 

1987 should also be remembered as the year the board of Selectmen initi- 
ated a proposal to take control and operate the former Cheney Hill School 
on Cedar Ave. We want It to be a place where senior citizens can meet at 
their convenience, have a hot meal, reminisce over old times, play cards or 
whatever they wish. 

Much discussion over the restrictions the school board had imposed on 
the property has been finalized and an agreement has been signed. On vot- 
ing day you will have the opportunity to vote on whether the school board 
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should deed this property back to you the citizens. 

If it is voted back we are asking for historical artifacts like pictures, let- 
ters, objects of interest that can be placed in this building so that you and 
your children can come and observe what this Town used to be and what it 
has become down through the years. Yes, it can be a place for lasting mem- 
ories for this fast changing town. 

The Town has cooperated with those who wanted to take a bite out of 
crime by initiating a neighborhood watch program. As of this writing there 
are several areas in town involved in the program. 

In the near future the board will be asking you the people to support a 
bond for a gravity sewer line that will replace the costly pump station the 
town owns in front of the Holiday Inn. This new system will service all exist- 
ing businesses now using the pump station (and I might add that no more 
can be added as it is over capacity now and deteriorating fast, and we have 
spent thousands of dollars this year to keep it functioning). 

The new system will open up many acres of land for light industry that 
can not be used because of poor on-site soils. I might add that there is al- 
ready talk of an industry that will move to this area. This line will accommo- 
date all lands in the area for sewer. Most easements are ready to be signed 
making ready for final engineering design. We hope to go to bid in early 
spring. I would add that this project, though bonded by the town, will be 
paid for by new users as they come on line. 

The board wants to thank the Planning Commission, Recreation Commis- 
sion, our Administrative Assistant, the girls in the office, and we can’t leave 
out the Town Clerk and Treasurer or our representative on the Rutland Re- 
gional Commission. And any and all committees which have served the 
town on various issues. 

We want to thank all members of the Town Fire Department, who have 
served as volunteers from its beginning 20 years ago down through to those 
who are members today. 

The board wishes to thank Bob Solari for his many years of dedicated 
service on the board and as he leaves may he and Betsy have many eve- 
nings to themselves doing as they wish. 

I also want to thank each member of the board for their support on many 
issues that have faced the town in 1987.

If you are still not satisfied, you may appeal to a judge, who will settle 
the matter that day. Call the Secretary of State’s office at 1-800-642-5155 
for more information. 

If you know voters who have physical disabilities, are visually 
impaired or can’t read, let them know they may bring a friend or relative 
who is a registered voter to help them vote. 

If you know voters who cannot get from the car into the polling place, 
let them know that a ballot may be brought to their car by two election 
officials. 


DO NOT: 

Knowingly vote more than once, either in the same town or in 
different towns. 

Mislead the board of civil authority about your own or another per- 
son’s eligibility to vote. 

Leave campaign materials in the voting booth or building containing 
a polling place. 

Socialize in a manner that will disturb other voters.

You, the citizens have shown greater interest in Rutland Town School 
this past year as evidenced by an increase in the number of parents and citi- 
zens attending special events and Board meetings, and your willingness to 
join committees and serve on the Board as elected officials. You are to be 
congratulated. 

One of the most serious challenges we face is the recent development re- 
garding the loss of all state aid to Rutland Town. This past fiscal year we 
were alloted $62,728. An additional $40,000 was received of which $25,000 
was voted for new science labs in the Middle School and $15,000 was set 
aside to be voted on at this election. The lack of money from the State this 
year will result in a loss of income which must be met by the local taxpay- 
ers. Keeping this in mind your Board has made every effort to keep the 
budget down to necessities. No new programs are being proposed for the 
coming year and every effort is being made to work within the existing sys- 
tems and programs and still maintain the quality of education to which we 
are accustomed. 

Last March the Department of Education, upon request, sent three child 
nutrition staff members to visit our hot lunch program to review the pro- 
gram and determine steps that might be taken to reduce the anticipated 
deficit. 

It was stated that the program was highly regarded in part as a result of 
good food, attractive presentation and merchandising, offering of choices, 
and a certain amount of self-service. In comparison with state wide aver- 
ages our cost of food is lower but our labor is slightly higher. “At Rutland 
Town the total per plate cost is $1.28 while the state average is $1.30. The 
high level of free commodity use resulting in a large amount of school- 
made, from “scratch,” items keeps food costs down, and enhances the 
quality of the meals served. Cutting labor hours would require purchasing 
more prepared food items. In summary, there were no major areas of food- 
service operations where significant cost savings present themselves with- 
out affecting the quality of an excellent and popular program.” 

This past fall much energy and time has been spent by the teachers and 
administration in preparation for the Public School Approval (PSA) evalua- 
tion by the State to take place this April. They cooperated in preparing re- 
ports for evaluation of all areas of study at Rutland Town School. From pre- 
liminary examination it appears that we have many strengths, but also 
some areas that require additional attention. As a result of an in-depth sur- 
vey in cooperation with the State Department of Education, it is hoped that 
we will see a continuous educational improvement in our school.

NOTE A - SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of the Rutland Town School District conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 

The accounts of the Rutland Town School District are organized on the 
basis of funds and account groups, each of which is considered a separ- 
ate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for 
with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as 
appropriate. Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in 
individual funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent 
and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The various 
funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
three generic fund types and one broad fund category as follows: 

Governmental Funds: 

The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District. It 
is used to account for all financial resources except those re- 
quired to be accounted for in another fund. 

The Special Revenue Fund (Food Service Fund) is used to account for 
financial resources to be used in providing meals at the schools 
operated by the Rutland Tow School District. 

The Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) is used to account for 
financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction 
of major capital facilities. 

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the long term liabili- 
ties associated with a fund are determined by its measurement focus. 
All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or “financial 
flow" measurement focus. This means that only current assets and cur- 
rent liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets. Their 
reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of 
"available spendable resources." Governmental fund operating statements 
present increases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases 
(expenditures and other financing uses) in net current assets. Accord- 
ingly, they are said to present a summary of sources and uses of "avail- 
able spendable resources" during a period. 

Long term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long Term Debt Account Group, not in 
the governmental funds except for special assessment bonds, which are 
accounted for in Special Assessment Funds when utilized. 

The account group is not a "fund." It is concerned only with the mea- 
surement of financial position. They are not involved with measurement 
of results of operations. 

Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition for 
governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by 
non-current liabilities. Since they do not affect net current assets, 
such long term amounts are not recognized as governmental fund type 
expenditures or fund liabilities. They are instead reported as liabil- 
ities in the General Long Term Debt Account Group. 

The basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or 
expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 
statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measure- 
ments made, regardless of the measurement focus applied.

- SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES - (Continued) 

Governmental funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis of 
accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become measurable 
and available as net current assets. 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis 
of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions 
to this general rule include accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and 
other employee amounts which are not accrued and principal and interest 
on general long term debt which is recognized when due. 

The district follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements: 

1. Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management control 
device during the year for the General Fund, and Special Revenue 
Fund (Food Service Fund). 

2. The budgets for the General Fund, and Special Revenue Fund (Food 
Service Fund) are adopted on a basis consistent with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned "Memorandum Only" 
to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analy- 
sis. Data in these columns do not present financial position or results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples. 

- LOCAL JAXE5 

Local tax revenues are based on the budget for the Rutland Town School 
District including the cost of tuition paid to the various area high 
schools attended by students who reside in Rutland Town as well as the 
operation of the Rutland Town Elementary school. The tuition paid to 
area high schools in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1907 was $577,604. 

- CASH/CASH OVERDRAFT 

At June 30, 1907 a net cash overdraft of $3,720 existed in the General 
Fund. It was composed of the following cash account balances.

NOTE D - NOTE PAYABLE 

On September 1, 1986 the school district borrowed $110,000 to finance 
the construction of an addition to the Rutland Town Elementary School 
building. The unpaid balance of this note was $94,286 at June 30, 1987. 
The principal payment for the current fiscal year was $15,714, plus 
interest of $4,009. The state of Vermont reimbursed the school district 
$4,000 for principal and $150 for interest.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

RUTLAND TOWN REPRESENTATIVE MERRITT L. THOMAS 

It is a pleasure to report to the citizens of the Town concerning the 1987-88 
session of the State legislature. Much has been accomplished with the two 
party system working smoothly to the benefit of the State. In the 1987 ses- 
sion, education seemed to be the major subject and $24 million dollars will 
be added in 1988 with an additional $15 million in 1989. Also early education 
for 3-5 year olds has been added to the program. 

The income tax was dropped from 25.8% to 25% effective January 1, 
1988 Efforts to return this tax to 24% were unsuccessful. Interstate bank- 
ing became a reality as of December 31, 1987. This will allow mergers of 
banks to cross state lines and afford Vermonters better services in the fi- 
na ncial area 

Of interest to all Vermonters is the housing and Conservation Trust Fund 
which earmarks $3 million to create affordable housing and preserve farm 
land. There is much concern in the State over our fast disappearing agricul- 
tural lands and in this current session of the legislature a special commit- 
tee has been appointed to deal with new laws with the purpose of control- 
ling growth and preserving open land. There will be a series of open meet- 
ings held in different locations in the State on this problem of growth. I 
hope you will be able to attend and take part. 

There have been many items of law passed on such subjects as smoking 
in the workplace, employee drug testing, aggravated murder, white collar 
crime and medicare assignment to help low income people with medical ex- 
penses. . . 

I have enjoyed taking part in the state legislature and consider it a privi- 
lege to serve the people of Rutland Town. I want to thank each of you for

RUTLAND FREE LIBRARY 

From its modest beginnings in 1886 the library, an independent associa- 
tion, has grown to become the third largest public library in the state, cir- 
culating over 163,000 items, answering approximately 11,000 reference 
questions, and providing programs for over 17,000 people in 1987. 

A staff of 3 librarians, 5 clerks, a program director and several support 
personnel keep the library open 6 days and 4 nights a week for 64 Vi hours, 
more than any other public library in Vermont. Services provided include 
visits to nursing homes and schools, story hours, concerts, lectures, books 
borrowed from other libraries, telephone reference, video and audio collec- 
tions, local history and genealogical materials, over 200 magazines and 13 
newspapers, a business section, college catalogs, census material, 
microfilm and over 81,000 books. 

Charles Maurer retired in December 1986 and Paula Baker took over the 
helm in July 1987. In the coming year the board and staff plan to lay out the 
path for increased reference capabilities, an expanded interlibrary loan 
function and an attempt to reach invisible users like the homebound and 
adult non-readers. Most prominent, however, is the planned expansion of 
the building and the installation of an elevator to provide equal access for 
ail residents to all collections and services. A bond issue of $1.2 million will 
be on the March 1 ballot for city voters. 

1096 town residents have registered for library cards, 32% of the town’s 
population. 3314 visits were made by town library users in 1987, an average 
of 276 visits a month. 

Currently the Town is represented by two of its residents on the Board of 
Trustees for terms of six years each.

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ANNUAL REPORT - 1987 
RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION 

Without a doubt, the most compelling issue before the Rutland Regional 
Commission during the past year has been consideration of the Rutland By. 
pass question. Early in the year, the Commission adopted a position that 
advocated further study of either a “Southeast-Northeast” or a “Northeast- 
Northwest” (Northern Route) close-in bypass corridor. Along with the study 
of the bypass, the Commission suggested that certain internal traffic im- 
provements known as TSM (Transportation System Management) be evalu- 
ated. 

However, because of substantial opposition in Rutland Town and Rut- 
land City to many of the potential bypass alignments, the Commission has 
recently amended its position. The Commission’s latest recommendation is 
that the internal traffic improvements (TSM) should be implemented prior to 
any additional study of a bypass. In accordance with this latest recommen- 
dation, the Commission has formally requested, in letters to the Agency of 
Transportation and the House and Senate Transportation Committees, that 
the 1.8 million dollars (that was earmarked for preliminary engineering of 
the bypass in the Agency’s Five Year Construction Program) be re- 
designated for the implementation of the internal improvements. This new 
“regional consensus” has been formed through the cooperative efforts of 
many City and Town residents. Our Board of Selectmen, certain City offi- 
cials and the Rutland City/Rutland Town Citizens Bypass Committee have 
been instrumental in producing this positive result. 

Another Important transportation issue which surfaced within the last 
year was the proposed railroad project for the Center Rutland and Proctor 
area. Two related projects were proposed: one was a rail “spur line” to con- 
nect the Vermont Railway line coming out of Proctor with the Clarendon 
and Pittsford Railway, which departs in a westerly direction, and the other 
was a proposal to build a new railroad yard in Proctor, which would replace 
the present railroad yards in Burlington and Rutland. The member towns of 
the Regional Commission solidly supported the dozens of Rutland Town 
and Proctor residents who expressed serious concerns about these pro- 
jects. The Commisson adopted a resolution which enumerated in detail the 
problems with the projects and transmitted the information to the Agency 
of Transportation. While the future of the projects remain somewhat un- 
clear, it is likely that the “Center Rutland Connector” will be studied further. 
The “Proctor Yard”, although not totally ruled out, has, apparently, been rel- 
egated to the “back burner”. 

The third major issue which came under intensive discussion this year 
was related to the so-called “growth” debate. The debate centered around 
the question of which level of government (state, regional or local) was the 
appropriate forum for land use and development decisions. As was re- 
ported last year, the Regional Plan which has been adopted by the Commis- 
sion, makes a concise statement that in cases of conflict, the Regional 
Plan should not supercede town plans or bylaws. The present Regional Plan 
vests the primary decision-making authority in each town within the County. 

Notwithstanding this committment to local control expressed by the 
member towns of the Regional Commission, it is probable that more and 
more emphasis will be placed upon the purported desirability of increased 
state and regional control of land use decisions, in the near future. Few 
would deny that certain projects do, indeed, possess a substantial regional 
impact dimension; however, it is not immediately evident that decisions 
made at the state or regional level would be superior to those made by the 


involved municipalities. Furthermore, since we already have the Act 250 
Process, it would seem that another layer of regulatory authority would be 
superfluous. We, therefore, shall work together with other towns within the 
Commission to perserve the “grassroots” control that is a trademark of tra- 
ditional Vermont government. 

Finally, during the coming year our town will become involved in explor- 
ing the implications of Act 78 (last year’s solid waste legislation). Certain 
provisions of the Act will effect the future of our landfill. We are optimistic, 
that, by participating in the regional solid waste management plan, the 
most economical solutions to our solid waste problems can be achieved. 

The Rutland Regional Commission is located at the third floor of the 
“Opera House” in Rutland. All town residents are invited to make use of the 
Commission’s services and to attend any or all meetings.

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PLANNING COMMISSION MESSAGE FOR 1987 TOWN REPORT 

The year 1987 was a busy year for the town planning commission. Our 9 
member commission met a total of 27 times in 1987 and the matters at hand 
included: 1 1 subdivision requests, 6 town plan amendment requests and nu- 
merous other matters. 

The 11 subdivision request resulted in the creation of 40 residential/ 
commercial lots and all 6 town plan amendment requests were approved, 
thus changing the land use designation on all 6 parcels of land from various 
uses to commercial center. 

A great deal of time and effort was expended by your commission in 1987 
re-writing the Town Plan. This was done in order to accurately reflect the de- 
velopment request being made by individuals desiring to construct or oper- 
ate commercial businesses in our town. 

For example, the current town plan (which was first adopted in the mid- 
1970’s) has the vast majority of US Routes 4 and 7 designated for non- 
commercial uses. Hence, we are constantly receiving request from various 
landowners on these roads for town plan amendment request. 

The fruits of our labors has produced a new town plan which is respon- 
sive to current and future development proposals. The new town plan and 
accompanying land use map would make our job easier since we would no 
longer have to conduct as many town plan amendment hearings. 

Your commission also spent a good deal of time in 1987 editing a pro- 
posed zoning document. Much work must still be done before the document 
is ready for public review. The adoption of a zoning document would result 
in the Town of Rutland becoming a so-called ten (10) acre community. 

This means all commercial/industrial proposals located on parcels less 
than 10 acres would be free of ACT 250 review. Presently all commercial/ 
Industrial proposals on parcels greater than 1 acre must under go ACT 250 
review. 

At this time I would like to thank Sherwin Williams, Anthony Belock, 
Marcia Chioffi, Richard Kopsack, Richard Hoenes, Sr., David Dickinson, 
Israel Mac and J. Barry Burke, for their hard work and dedication to plan- 
ning issues in 1987. I would also like to thank Joe Zingale, the Town Admin- 
istrative Assistant, for his assistance in coordinating various development 
requests and the subsequent public hearings. 

I would like to acknowledge the considerable time savings and ready 
availability of property information which we now have as a result of the 
Property Maps prepared for the Town by Russell Graphics. The maps depict 
every parcel of land in town and contain pertinent information for each par- 
cel of land. 

Lastly, I would cite the fact the town has updated its Flood Hazard regu- 
lations which will allow for continued development in floodplain areas, pro- 
vided the development meets the various criteria contained in the regula- 
tions. 

I encourage anyone interested in town development issues to call or at- 
tend our meeting if you should have any questions. Our meeting are open to 
the public. Call the Town Clerk’s office for meeting times.

To the Honorable Citizens of our member communities: 

During Regional’s fourth fiscal year the service responded to 3239 calls, 
an increase of 412 calls over the previous year. There has been an increased 
demand for our services each year since we began operation in 1983. 

Although the budget for 1987-1988 has increased substantially due to in- 
flation and soaring insurance costs the assessments for the member com- 
munities did not increase. 

There are several reasons for being able to control the assessments at 
the same level for three consecutive years. The first is our very able Admin- 
istrator, Mr. James A. Finger. A membership program that not only provides 
additional income but provides savings to the individual member should the 
need for ambulance service be required. The financial records and other op- 
erating functions are being computerized and very near completion. Finally 
the complete support of our professional staff has added to our financial 
stability. 

As part of the program to provide a cost effective and reliable service a 
new ambulance was purchased and another new replacement ambulance is 
scheduled for 1987-1988 through a depreciation fund set up in our account- 
ing practices. We began construction of additional office and living space 
with very generous support from local contractors, businesses and dedi- 
cated employees. We would like to thank everyone in our coverage area for 
their continued support. 

These and other projects were implemented to provide the citizens of our 
member communities with the best cost efficient ambulance service we 
can provide.

We 
work with other agencies such as Rutland Mental Health, SRS, Social 
Security, Hospital, VAC and Welfare. We also investigate when there is 
alleged abuse and neglect.

We project that we will spend $21,504 to provide the services needed by 
elders in your community during our current fiscal year. 

We provided the following services to elders who resided in your area dur- 
ing the fiscal year that closed September 30, 1987: 

Senior Meals 

14 older persons took advantage of the meals served at one or more of 
the various mealsites sponsored by our agency. 

1,865 meals were delivered to the homes of 12 elders who were home- 
bound and unable to come to a mealsite. This service is often called “Meals 
on Wheels”. 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

27 persons over 60 received help through this important program. Advo- 
cates helped elders fill out forms and resolve problems related to benefit 
program application. They also intervened on behalf of elders who had prob- 
lems with ongoing program assistance. Help was also given to elders who 
had questions or problems related to health care payments and health in- 
surance claims. Additionally, Advocates helped elders file Vermont tax re- 
bate claims and assisted them with applications for energy program bene- 

Other Services 

This Agency supported, either directly or through contract, the following 
additional important services for use by elders in your community: 

• Long Term Care Ombudsman — This individual provided advocacy as- 
sistance to residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. The Om- 
budsman helped elders and, if appropriate, family members or friends sort 
out information regarding financial assistance and other concerns related 
to institutional care. 

• Information and Referral — This Agency maintained a directory of serv- 
ices and programs available to elders in our area. Elders were able to ac- 
cess this information by either calling or visiting our office. 

• Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly — The Area Agency provided fund- 
ing for an Attorney whose role was to focus on the legal concerns of elders 
This Attorney worked through the Vermont Legal Aid Office servina our 
region. 

• Essential Transportation — On a limited basis, this agency re-imbursed 
mileage costs incurred by volunteer drivers who, through agency arrange- 
ment, provided rides to elders needing transportation to get to medical ap- 
pointments or to do essential food shopping.

1987 ANNUAL REPORT 

The Marble Valley Regional Transit District, generally known as “THE 
BUS”, has just completed its eleventh year of providing public transporta- 
tion in Rutland County and is still the largest non-urban public transit sys- 
tem in the State of Vermont. 

System ridership during this year was almost 120,000 passenger trips 
and over 275,000 vehicle miles. A major accomplishment was the delivery of 
ten new replacement vehicles; three general transit raised roof vans, three 
standard vans and four handicapped accessible vans. This permitted the 
disposal in 1987 of ten older, more costly to operate vehicles and, hopefully 
with Federal approval, the elimination of several of the oldest and least 
cost effective vehicles early in 1988. 

In addition to the variety of transportation services provided to the gen- 
eral public as well as social and human service agencies, we have entered 
into a contract with the Vermont Public Transportation Association to pro- 
vide a central brokerage service which arranges essential entitlement trans- 
portation utilizing “THE BUS”, volunteer drivers, taxi and commercial carri- 
ers. This program is growing rapidly. 

“THE BUS” and other potential transportation providers will participate 
in a forum facilitated by the Rutland Regional Commission and funded by 
the State as part of a new state wide program to develop regional transpor- 
tation development plans. The State of Vermont recognizing the costs to 
taxpayers and in an effort to keep transportation costs to a minimum while 
still providing necessary service, will not permit the use of State or Federal 
funds to any provider who is not part of the regional plan. Various human 
service agencies who provide transportation for their clientele must also 
participate and be part of the plan. 

At this writing it seems certain that our property will soon be completely 
encircled by a security fence. During 1988 we hope to have on-site fueling 
capability, and old building removed and our drive and parking area paved. 

Once again we thank the taxpayers and elected officials of our member 
municipalities for their financial and moral support so that “THE BUS” can 
continue to move forward in providing vital public transportation service to 
the area.
